Why    the    Cost    Increased. 

Mr.  (JKAIIAM.  .M>  hon.  friend 
shows  that  he  tias  lu^t  paid  much  at- 
tention  to  this   i|Uestion. 

1  have  endeavored  to  show  what 
the  burden  of  Canada  will  be  for  this 
railwa>.  I  ik)w  come  to  the  increas- 
ed cost  of  this  railwa>.  The  increas- 
ed cost  is  dui'  chieily  to  two  reasons, 
first  the  greater  cost  of  material  and 
labour,  and  second  the  imiirovement 
of  Ihe  stanthinl  of  ilie  road  over 
what  was  intended  b.v  the  first  es- 
timate. I  shall  lead  an  extract  from 
a  nieiiHiraridinii  upon  this  subject 
given  me  b\  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
Transcontinental  Uailwa.\-  Commis- 
sion.    In  this   memorandum   he  says  : 

The  aiiparent  high  cost  per  mile  is 
accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  here- 
tofore no  railway  of  such  a  length 
has.  in  the  Hrsi  instance,  been  con- 
structed through  a  similar  country 
with  the  low  grades  and  curvatures 
used  by  us.  viz..  <i.-l  per  Hti)  feet  ad- 
verse to  eastbound  and  n.t)  ]ivv  lno 
feet  adverse  lo  westbound  trallic.  ex- 
cepting at  two  iioints.  with  sharpest 
curvature  t'>  degrees  tn.">."i  feel  radius i 
and  permanent  structures.  I  may  also 
add  that  with  very  few  exceptions  all 
the  structures  provided  for  are  jier- 
maneiit  in  character,  (mlverts  being 
of  concrete  and  bridges  of  steel  witli 
concrete    substructures. 

Whiit  follows  is  very  important, 
coming  from  the  chief  en,gineer  : 

Had  We  used  grades  of  1  per  cent. 
in  either  direction.  I'urves  of  10  jier 
cent.  (  .'iT:!  radius  i  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  timber  structures,  which  has

What  Canada  is  interested  in  is  not 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  or 
what  somebody  has  said.  Imt  :  Are 
the  people  of  Canada  going  to  bene- 
fit greatly  from  the  building  of  the 
load  ?  I  have  endeavored  to  show 
that  they  will,  and  I  have  faith  in  the 
countr.v.  We  have  one  transcontin- 
ental line.  Some  people  thought 
when  it  was  being  constructed  that  it 
cost  too  much  money.  It  has  cost  a 
lot.  but  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
it  has  cost  a  great  deal  of  money,  we 
do  not  own  any  of  the  road.  Ii  is 
one  of  the  best  managed  roads  on 
this  continent,  I  am  glad  to  say,  and 
III'-  I'usiness  of  the  country  has  made 
it  a  dividend-paying  road:  that  i-, 
^vhen  tlie  busine.ss  of  the  counirv  was 
'•omparatively  small.  Hut  Canada 
lias  reached  a  n-w  wa  of  d-velop- 
""•'"  ■iiid  its  lmsin,.ss  will  expand 
•nore  and  more  in  the  years  to  come 
'  liave  faith  that  the  .ncreasing  pro- 
<1'"''^  or  the  Canadian  peotd,.  and  tlie 
^oods  tliat  will  h,.  purchased  ,^ith 
'lies,,  prodno-..  as  well  as  the  itafiic 
"owing  from  K,„o,„.  to  the  Orient 
•""i  '■■oni  the  Ori..nt  to  Europe,  and 
"'"  'nitflc  from  the  rnited  state« 
across  the  Dominion,  will  in  a  few 
.vears  reach  such  dimensions  that 
Canada  will  need  to  have  another 
transcontinental  line  built  l,v  some- 
body. 

Some  people  have  .^aid  that  I  am 
too  optimistic  and  take  too  large  a 
view  of  this   matter.
